Wirt explained, re­ 
quires the eradication of all wild 
and cultivated currant and goose­ 
berry bushes growing within 900 
feet of white pine stands. 
Some 221 privately owned tracts, 
comprising 1.375 acres, of valuable 
timber 
in Bradford, 
Lackawanna, 
Incoming, 
Fetter, 
Susquehanna, 
Tioga and Wayne counties 
were 
protected by the removal of 91,000 
currant and gooseberry plants. 
Thirty-one tracts, comprising 892 
acres, in thirteen state forests also 
were protected. To safeguard the 
pine stands it was necessary for 
the blister rust trow 
to destroy 
633.000 
currant 
and 
gooseberry 
plants. 
According to Wirt the destruction 
of the entrants and gooseberries is 
entirely a job for hand labor and 
during t he past year not only saved 
a valuable timber crop, but gave

set of tags returned. Rem aining to 
the correct 
address Is 
costing an
